conducingthercunto : Wherfoze it being Our pzincely office and care, to cheriſh xlecondthe bleſſings 
of GOD vpon Our people and Countries, and not to indure awaſtfulldeſtructionand conſumption 


of them. and ſpeciallic to pꝛouide that matters of ſuperfluitie do not deuouremattersof neceſſity and - 


defence ; vnderſtanding that of late yeeresthe waſt of Wood and Timber, hath been erceedinggreat 
and intollerable by the Glaſſe-houſes and Glaſſe⸗woꝛkes ok late in diuers parts crected ; wee haue 
thought it highly to concerne the good of Hur people to gine a ſpeedy remedy to the ſame: And al- 
though the tale doe ſoimpoztthe State of this Our Kingdome, as it were the leſle euill to redute the 
times vnto the antient manner of dzinkingin Stone, and of Latice-windowes, then to ſuffer the 
loſle of ſuch a trealure; yet GO Dhath lo pꝛouided by the comkozt and incouragement which we are 
accuſtomed to giue to new and pꝛolitabie Inuentions as the ciuilitie of the times may be maintained; 
and neuertheleſſe , this great milchiefe reſtrained and auoyded, in that there hath beene diſcouered 
and perfected a way and meanes to make Glaſſe with Sea -cole, Pit⸗cole, and other Fewell, without 


any manner ot wood, e that in as good perfection foꝛ beauty and ble, as fozmerly was made by wood. 


Therefore Me doe by theſe preſents ftraightly pꝛohibite, conſtitute and oꝛdaine, that from the day of 
ter dste of h Our Praclamaſion,ng perſon 92 perſons whatſoeuer.ſhal melt, make oꝛ cauſe to be 
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anyfurnaces,ſtructures,engines,o2deuiſes, i hemeltin Go nating ofanykindoz Wtefcn 
Glaſſes with Timber oꝛ Wood, oꝛ any Fewel made of Timber oꝛ wood, vpon paine of our indig? 
nation, and ſuch other puniſhment, which by Our Law oi perogatiue Royall may be likewiſe infli- 
cted vpon them, any charter, licenſe, power, authoztitie 02 pzimledge to the contrary in any wiſenot- 
withſtanding. And Me doe hereby allo ſtraightly charge, pzohibite, conſtitute, andozdaine vpon ltke 
paine as afozeſaid, that from hencefozth no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, ſhall at any time hereaf- 
ter impoꝛt 02 bzing, oꝛ cauſe to be impoꝛted oz bzoughtinto anyof Our ſaid Kingdome of England oz 
Dominion of veales, oꝛ any part therof, fromozoutofanyRealme oz fozreine part ou parts beyonl} | 
the Seas, oꝛ out ofany other of Our owne KingdomesandDomimons, any manner; kind, oz faſht- 
on of Glaſſe oz Glaſſes whatſoeuer. And further vpon the like pame, that no perſon oz perſons 
whatſoeuer, that now vle, oꝛ hereafter ſhall vle the Trade oꝛ Occupation of retayling, ſelling, 02 vt- 
tering of dzinking-Glaſſes, oz other Glaſſes within any of Our Kingdomes, ſhallat any time here- 
after direttiy 02 indirettl y, buy, bargaine, oꝛtontratt foz any kind oz faſhion of Glafle 0; Glaſſes made 
beyond the Seas,0zin any other place out of Our laid Realme of EnglandandDominion of wales.
